2. No other person has presented sufficient facts to rebut the prima facie case. 

 

3. The court has followed the same procedures to safeguard the rights of the  Ward 

 Protected Person as applied for a petition for  Guardianship  Conservatorship. 

 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS ORDERED: 

1)  The Guardianship of ________________________________ is hereby terminated and 

all of the Ward’s rights and powers are hereby restored effective immediately and the 

Guardian is discharged. 
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2)   The Conservatorship of ______________________________ is hereby terminated and 

all of the Protected Person’s rights and powers are hereby restored effective immediately. 

The termination of the conservatorship shall not relieve the Conservator of liability for 

previous acts or the obligation to account for funds and assets of the Protected Person.  The 

Conservator shall be discharged by separate order of the court upon the final account being 

settled and allowed.

   The Conservatorship of ______________________________ is hereby terminated and 

all of the Protected Person’s rights and powers are hereby restored effective immediately.  

The final account having been settled and allowed by the court under separate order, the 

Conservator is hereby discharged. 

 

3)  That the court appointed attorney for the  Ward  Protected Person, if any, is hereby
